The greed for. office excitéd by these 
causes became more universal, more clamor- 
fore. “And, in the pressure for office which 
followed. the - ot... President 
Gant, political ties gave way to private in- 
tereste, and’ parties divided into factions 
each with its cbiféf, whose only objéot seem- 
ed to be to feed his followers st. the. public 
crib. Some of these chiefs, proved shame- 
fally venal, while all became selfish and ex- 
acting to the last degree. 

In attempting to appease the claims of 
these factions, the President somewhat dis- 
appointed the expectations of the country, 
and tommitted, as we must be permitted to 
believe, the only serious mistake of his Ad- 
ministration. Under President Jounson the 
civil service had become greatly debauched, 
and the fact was notorious. It was therefore 
everywhere felt that, unlesa the tide of 
demoralization could be checked, official 
life.in thie .country was certain at uo 
distant day to become utterly rotten 
and corrupt. The occasion demanded 
® strong man—one m whom the public con- 
fided—and the people turned instinctively to 
General- Grant.

inspired a wonderful confidence in his ability 
to triumph over political factions and to 
stamp out official corruption.
